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,  waS  aflualt V  Snd  truly  ppflefftd  bfGich  an 
eftate  as  the  law  preliribet ;  but  ever 
'Gace  the  abjuratinn-oath  WateftablMhcd, 
by  the  aft  Williain  III.  ebap.  6.  or  ra* 
tber,  ever  Gnce  tbc  year  1696,  when  the 
political  creed,  tliea  called  the  aflotia*

advaouge,  or  prevent  any  loG;  as  we  Gna 
by  experience  in  maby  calb,  particularly

Ever  Gnce  this  law  was  itiade,  a  gentle¬

condemn  thole  meafures  which,  in  his 
conlcicnce,  he  approves,  in  hopes  of 
thereby  procuring  himfelf  a  pod,  a  pen- 
lion,  or  a  bribe  ;  or  rather  he  will  never 
inquire  into  the  reiditude  of  any  public 
meafure,  but  conlider  only  by  whom  it 
is  propofed  or  countenanced,  and  accor¬ 
dingly,  by  bis  vote,  approve  or  condemn. 
Whild  in  podediou  or  expetflaiion  of  a 
pod  or  penfioii,  he  will  in  every  cafe  vote 
as  dire^ed  by  the  minilters;  whild  other* 
wife,  he  will,  in  every  cafe,  vote  as  di¬ 
rected  by  the  leaders  of  an  oppofition  ; 
confequently  it  will  be  impodible  for  the 
wiled,  the  mod  upright  minider,  to  keep 
the  wheels  of  government  in  motion, 
without  anointing  them  with  Uie  diuking 
oil  of  corruption. 

Thus  it  mud  appear,  that  the  liberties 
of  a  people  do  not  fo  much  depend  upon 
their  form  of  government,  as  upon  their 
being  generally  influenced  by  virtue  and 
pubUc  I'pirir,  direClcd  by  a  good  natural 
underdanding  ;  and  when  a  people  be- 
cbme  generally  deprived  of  virtue  and 
public  Tpi'rit,  I  will  lay,  that  a  legal  ab- 
Iblute  monarchy  is  a  better  form  of  go¬ 
vernment,  than  what  is  ignorantly  called 
a  limited  monarchy,  noiwithdanding  its 
being  fupported  by  a  corrupt  parliament 
nr  feiiatc,  and  a  mercenary  army.  By  a 
legal  abfolute  iitouarchy,  I  mean  that

or  at  lead  expenQvie,  for  the  King  of  a 
limited  monarchy,  to  eiRCl  (itch  a  regula¬ 
tion,  however  neceifary ;  becaule  from  his 
lawyers  in  parliament  he  is  fure  to  meet 
with  all  the  oppofition  they  can  give,  un> 
lels  he  fees  them  highly  to  approve  ;  for 
the  profelTors  or  praClifcrs  of  every  trade 
afletd  to  wrap  their  trade  up  in  mydery, 
and  that  exaClly  in  proportion  to  the, 
knavery  that  is  in  it,  as  there  is  always 
more  of  mydery  in  a  lalfe  rtiigiou  thanr 
a  true  one,  and  asa  qujck  always  makes, 
a  greater  mydery  of  his  trade  than  a  re* 
gular  and  Ikiltul  phydeian. 

But  this  is  far  from  being  the  only  di!*- 
advantage  that  attends  inch  a  limited, 
monarchy  :  It  is,  in  eflTeCf,  equally  abfo-, 
lute  with  what  1  have  called  a  legal  abfo-, 
lute  monarchy  ;  and  it  is  much  more  ex* 
penfive,  elpecially  if  any  part  of  the  par-, 
iiiment  be  chofen'by  the  people;  for, 
when  it  comes  to  be  generally  believed,^ 
that  the  members  are  paid  lor  their  voting 
in  parliament,  thole  that  chute  them  will 
follow  their  example :  They  will  be  paid 
for  their  voting  at  elections,  either  by  the 
government,  or  by  the  member  they 
chule  :  and,  if  by  the  latter,  it  mud  en* 
bailee  the  price  of  his  vote  in  parliament. 
To  aufwer  this  exper.ee,  the  miniders 
mud  create  a  great  number  of  ulelefs  and 
unnecedary  pods  and  employments  in  the 
executive  part  of  government,  and  mud 
increaie  the  lalaries  or  perquiGtes  of  every 
one  that  is  necelTary  :  The  high  and  pro- 
Gtable  ofHces  will  ferve  to  engage  the 
members  and  tbcir  chief  friends,  whild.

Yet  as  he  never  had  recourfe  to  arm8« 
till  he  had  tried  gentle  methods  without 
fuccefs,  he  applied  to  Chriltina,  the  wi* 
dow  of  SieenorSturius,  to  und'cceivc  the 
people.  Chrii^iiia,  accordingly,  wrote 
pircular  letters  to  the  Dalecarlians,  af* 
luring  them  that  her  Ton,  N*l*Sturius,  bad 
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dared,  that,  as  tiiey  would  not  enable 
him  to  puriue  the  meafures  that  would 
alone  enable  him  to  procure  the  good  of 
the  public,  he  would  no  longer  l^ar  the 
name  of  their  King ;  he  demanded  to  be 
rcimburled  what  be  bad  expended  of  his 
private  fortune  to  deliver  tnem  from  the 
opprefllon  of  a  bloody  tyrant  r  and  de* 
dared,  that,  wlien  this  reimburfement 
(hould  be  made,  he  would  retire  to  Ibme 
foreign  frate,  and  fpend  the  red  of  hit 
days  in  privacy  and  peace.  He  then 
quitted  theaflembly,  and  Ihut  himfrlfup 
in  the  cadle  of  Stockholm  ;  but  the  city 


been  dead  above,  a  year,  to  which  the 
whole  city  of  Stockholm  was  witneb, 
having  alMed  at  his  funeral ;  and  that 
n>e  hid  only  one  fan  now  remaining,  of 
whole  tender  years  the  king  vyas  the  kind 
protedor,  and  treated  him  with  the 
uHcdlon  of  a  parent.

The  Dalecarlians  being  convinced  by 
thefc  letters,  abandoned  Hans,  who  fled, 
attended  oi  ly  by  his  Norwegian  troops, 
(o  tho  .  .  .  > .  ihop  of  Drontheim,  who,  at 
the  rc.;  i  f  the  Swediih  prelates,  re* 
cciv  fd  him  as  the  prince  of  Sweden,  and 
bavirg  engaged  him  to  redore  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  Wych  to  the  kingdom  of  Nor¬ 
way,  as  loon  as  be  (hnuld  afrend  the 
throne  of  Sweden,  fudered  him  to  raile  a 
body  of  forces.  Hans  alfo  prevailed  with 
a  lady  of  great  fortune  in  Norway,  to 
'rpmilc  him  her  daughter  in  marriage, 
i.iviiig  obtained  Frederic’s  content  to 
fre  allijnce,  who  was  fccretly  pleafed 
with  any  projed  that  was  likely  tp 
we.t!  en  Sweden  by  a  civil  war. 

S MIC  time  after,  Hans  re- entered  Swcr 
^n,  at  the  liead  of  a  conflderable  Nor- 
wcf-ifB  tbrpc,  threatening  dedrudion  tq 
Stockholm  I'cr  epunteuanejng  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  popery. 

This  gayeCf  udavus  a  pretence  to  lower 
fhe  power  of  the  clergy  dill  more ;  and 
bavipg  afleipbled  the  dates,  and  haran¬ 
gued  them  upon  the  fubjed,  he  propofed 
a  rcfurpption  of  the  church- lapd»,  amd  to 
|ake  alto  the  cadles  of  the  clergy  iptp  his 
pwn  power.  To  this  tlie  dates  at  fird 
pefukd  their  alTent,  and  Gudavus,  in  a

immediately  declaring  for  him,  and  his  1 
adherents  in  all  parts  being  very  nume-  I 
rous,  the  fenate,  after  three  days  of  1 
lufpcnfe  and  confudon,  thought  fit  to  , 
comply;  and  even  fubmitted  to  alk  par-'  i 
don,  for  not  having  implicitly  obeyed 
bis  will. 

The  King,  tho’  not  without  an  ap¬ 
pearance  of  reludance,  confented  to  take 
the  reins  of  government  into  his  hand  ;• 
the  bilhops  were  dirpodeircd  of  their 
cadles,  and  tboie  who  were  mod  refrac¬ 
tory  were  obliged  to  find  fecurity  for  their 
peaceable  behaviour  :  tlie  King  alfo  ha¬ 
ving  obtained  a  decree  of  the  Ictiate  per- 
feidly  conformable  to  his  own  will,  rev 
fumed  all  the  donations  that  had  been 
piade  to  the  church  fince  tlie  year  I454> 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Qilecarlians, 
upon  the  return  of  Hans,  again  revolted; 
and  Gudavus  was  obliged  to  lend  a  mili¬ 
tary  force  agatnd  them,  which  loon  in¬ 
timidated  them  into  fiibrnHIion,  upon 
two  conditions,  That  Gudavus  fhould 
forgive  them  their  rebellion,  and  fuffer 
their  pretended  prince  to  retire  in  fafrty 
out  of  the  kingdom ;  which  were  grant?

Hans  being  thus  again  deferted,  fled 
into  Norway,  and  joined  the  few  mal¬ 
contents  who  dill  adhered  to  K>i>g  Chri- 
diem. 

As  the  bilhops  were  not  now  in  a  fitua- 
tion  to  require  any  engagements  from  the 
King,  into  which  he  did  not  chule  to 
enter,  he  determined  no  longer  to  delay 
his  coronation;  and,  Ibme  time  after, 
having  quelled  ftvcral  other  infurrc^lions 
of  the  Delecariians,  be  married Catharine, 
tlie  daughter  of  Magnus,  Duke  of  Saxe- 
^awenbitrg,  ^:hridictB 
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CliriHiera  lUll  continued  at  the  court 
of  Charles  V>  whofe  promife  to  alltft 
him  with  an  army  fumcient  to  re^in* 
ilate  him  in  his  kingdom,  was  delayed  by 
his  war  with  France.  Chrilliern  there* 
fore,  encouraged  by  ibme  maUcontents 
who  fled  tp  him  from  Sweden,  and  by 
Trollius,  who  ieems  again  to  have  ente* 
red  into  hU  interefls,  though  he  had 
crowned  Frederic  king  of  Sweden,  took 
into  pay  10,000  men,  whom  be  put  on 
board  a  fleet  of  thirty  fliips,  and  fet  fail 
with  them  from  Holland  to  Norway, 
hoping  to  find  a  number  ready  to  join 
him,  (u/Hcient  to  enable  him  to  recover 
not  only  Sweden  but  Denmark ;  great 
part  of  his  fleet,  however,  were  deffroy* 
ed  in  a  llorm,  and  he  was  forced  with 
the  red  into  the  bay  of  Bahus  in  Nor* 
mandy. 

At  this  place  he  left  the  remains  of  bis 
fleet,  and  marched  with  his  forces  to* 
wards  Dalecarlia ;  in  his  way  he  took 
Ohflo,  Olufsburg,  and  Congel ;  thele 
fuccel^s  augmented  his  party  with  many 
needy  and  dcfjierate  Norwegians,  and 
he  was  Toon  after  joined  by  Trollius  with 
a  body  of  forces  which  he  bad  raifed  in 
Brandenburg :  but  the  feafon  being  now 
advanced,  he  found  it  impracticable  to 
pafs  the  mountains  that  leparate  Dale¬ 
carlia  from  Norway,  which  were  cove¬ 
red  with  fnow  to  a  great  depth.  That 
his  troops  might  not  remain  inactive,  be 
befieged  Okerhuys,  in  which  Magnus 
Gyllenftiern,  the  viceroy  of  Norway  for 
Frederic,  had  (hut  himfelf  up,  and  dif- 
patched  intelligence  of  bis  lituation  to 
Denmark  for  its  relief;  which  finding 
Chrifliern’s  (hips  in  Bahus  Bay,  attacked, 
defeated,  and  deflroyed  them :  they 
then  landed  their  troops,'  and  obliged 
Chriftiern  to  raife  the  (lege  of  Okerhuys, 
and  retire  towards  Gothland.  Guflavus 
had  alfo  an  army  of  obiervation  in  the 
field  ;  and  Chrilliem,  finding  the  con¬ 
fines  of  Gothland  etFcAually  defended, 
was  obliged  to  retire  with  confidcrable 
lo(g :  and  efcaping  with  great  difliculty 
the  armies  of  Sweden  and  Denmark,  he 
got  into  the  town  of  Congel,  where  he 
fortified  hiihlelf  the  bell  be  could ;  but 
was  deflitute  of  every  reijuifite  for  a 
Cege,

In  this  place  he  was  befinged  by  the 
Dinilh  army,  and  found  it  equally  im- 
polfible  to  defeud  the  place,  and  to  e- 
Icape  from  it  t  many  of  his  troops  peri- 
(hed  with  hunger,  and  more  dclerted : 
he  therelbre  yielded  to  the  per(uafioas  of 
the  bUhop  of  Odenley,  wlio  commanded 
the  troops  that  befieged  him,  to  furren- 
der,  and  go  with  him  to  Copenhagen, 
being  encouraged  to  hope  that  his  uncle 
would  allow  him  an  honourable  fupport* 
Trollius  alfo  obtained  a  (itfv  cooduCl  to 
Lubec. 

When  Chrifliern  arrived  at  Copen* 
hagen,  be  was  immediately  fent  prilbner 
to  the  caflie  of  Sonderburg^  where  ho 
con  tin ’.led  prifoner  fourteen  years. 

Guflavus,  who  had  fo  often  received 
the  I'ubmtlTIon  of  the  Dalecarlians,  wlien 
they  were  no  longer  able  to  oppt^e  him, 
and  had  fo  often  pardoned  theit)  upon 
promiles  of  fidelity,  which  they  had  lb 
often  broken,  was  now  determined  Id 
punilh  them ;  he  therefore  feized  the 
principal  ofiTcnders,  and  having  put  fome 
of  them  to  death,  imprilitned  others  at 
Stockholm.  From  this  time  the  Dale' 
carlians  gave  him  no  more  diflurbance. 

About  the  year  1 534,  Frederic  King 
of  Denmark  died,  and  great  didenfiona 
a  role  about  the  eiedlion  of  a  fuccellbr. 
Thele  didenlions  the  republic  of  Lubec 
was  very  diligent  to  improve,  and  pre¬ 
vailed  with  tlw  cities  of  Copenhagen  and 
Mclmoc  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with 
the  Hans  Towns:  They  likewile  cor¬ 
rupted  fome  Germans  who  were  (ettled 
in  Stockholm,  by  promifiug  to  receive 
that  city  into  their  league,  and  making 
it  a  Hans  Town,  upon  condition  they 
would  free  themfelves  from  their  pfelcnt 
government  by  deflroying  the  King.  It 
was  agreed,  that  they  fliould  place  a 
quantity  of  gunpowder  under  his  throne 
in  the  great  church  of  Stockholm,  and 
by  taking  an  opportunity  of  putting  a 
lighted  match  to  it,  when  the  King  and 
hia  nobles  were  there,  cut  them  all  otf 
at  once ;  and,  during  the  public  con- 
flernatlon,  put  the  government  into  (he 
hands  of  the  regency  of  Lubec.  This 
plot,  however,  was  difeovered,  and  the 
canipirators  leized,  and  put  to  death.

foment  infurrcAions  and  entrrprizes  a> 
gainft  him :  and  having  at  length  afpired 
to  obtain  for  tliemfelves  the  empire  of 
the  northern  kingdoms,  including  both 
Sweden  and  Denmark  in  this  view,  they 
engaged  John  Count  de  Hoye,  who  was 
brother-in-law  to  Guftavus;  and  having 
railed  a  conliderable  army,  gave  the 
command  of  it  to  Chnftopher,  count  of 
Oldenburg,  who  was  ignorant  of  the  real 
defign  of  the  republic,  and  imagined  no* 
thing  more  was  intended  than  to  fet 
Chriftiern  at  liberty.  In  this  army  Trol- 
lius  had  a  confiderable  command,  and 
having  entered  Denmark,  it  was  at¬ 
tacked  and  defeated  by  the  united  forces 
of  Denmark  and  Sweden.  Trollius 
himicif  was  mortally  wounded  in  this 
action,  and  being  conveyed  to  Selfwick, 
he  there  ended  a  turbulent  life,  which 
had  been  falfc  to  many,  unhappy  to  him- 
lelf^  and  difgracchil  to  bis  order. 

About  the  fame  time  the  ftates  of 
Sweden  and  Denmark  obtained  a  viAory 
over  that  of  Lubec. 

When  peace  was  again  eftabliftied,  the 
fon  of  Frederic,  who  had  been  eledied 
King  of  Denmark  in  the  room  of  his  fa¬ 
ther,  made  a  viGt  to  Guftavus  at  Stock¬ 
holm  :-Mwhere  oblerving  the  political  ad¬ 
vantages  of  Lutheranifm,  he  alfo  became 
a  convert,  and  introduced  that  religion 
into  Denmark.  He  departed,  however, 
after  fume  ftay,  with  precipitation  and 
dilguft,  upon  fome  difference  that  had 
arilCT  between  him  and  Guftavus  j  for, 
after  his  departure,  Q^'cen  Catharine  died, 
and  Guftavus,  about  a  year  afterwards, 
married  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  the 
governor  of  Weft  Gothland,  a  young 
lady  who  had  been  affianced  to  Suaiito 
Sturius,  the  only  furvivinglbn  of  Stecno- 
Sturius,  the  adminiftrator. 

Guftavus  had  one  Ion  by  this  lady, 
named  John,  and  one  by  his  firft  wife 
named  Eric;  and  in  June  1544 
moiled  the  ftates  of  Wefteraas,  and  pro- 
poled  to  render  the  crown  hereditary  to 
the  male  heirs,  to  which  they  agreed  : 
they  allb  palled  a  decree,  by  which  Lu- 
theraniihi  was  eftablilbed  as  die  oatioual 
religion* 


and  otlier  public  buildings. 

In  tbe  year  1551,  bis  iecond  Queen 
died,  and  hi  1553  he  married  a  third, 
Catharine,  daughter  of  Guftavus  Oloffbu, 
governor  of  Weft  Gothland. 

On  the  ptb  of  September  1560,  being 
worn  out  by  a  gradual  decay,  he  died  at 
Stockolni,  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age, 
and  his  body  was  interred  at  Upial ;  and 
he  was  fucceeded  in  his  throne  by  hit 
eldeft  fon  Eric.

JOHN  Reinhold  PATKtrr.  was  bon* 
of  a  noble  family  in  UvotMt,  a  nor¬ 
thern  province  belonging  to  the  croipn 
of  Sweden.  The  Livonians  having  been 
ftript  of  their  privileges,  and  great  part 
of  their  eftates  by  Charles  XI.  P’ai'kuf 
was  deputed  to  make  their  comfitaint/ 
which  he  did  with  i'uch  eloquence  ancT 
courage,  that  tbe  King,  laying  his  hamd! 
upon  his  fhoulder,  laid,  you  have  fpoken 
for  your  country  as  a  brave  man  jhould^ 
and  I  ejleesu  you  for  it. 

Charles,  however,  who  added  the 
bafeneis  of  hypocrify  to  the  ferocity  of  a 
tyrant,  was  determined  to  punifh  the 
zeal  and  honefty  which  he  thought  Gt  to 
Commend,  and  a  few  days  afterwards 
cauied  Patkul  to  be  declared  guilty  of 
high  trealbn,  and  condemned  to  die. 
Patkul,  however,  fbund  means  to  elcape 
into  Poland,  where  he  continued  till 
Charles  was  dead.  He  hoped  that  his 
fentence  would  have  been  then  reverfed, 
as  it  had  been  declared  unjuft,  even  by 
the  tyrant  that  procured  it ;  but  being

An  ini'keepcr  at  a  town  in  Normandy 
had  eight  children.  Hit  wife,  wliom  he 
luvrd  with 'the  utmolt  tendcri>eli‘>  died 
of  a  tever,  after  fourteen  years  cohabita¬ 
tion.  He  was  itKohiblable  for  a  while  :

A  gentleman  c£ a  vaft  fortune  in  New-

no  lunger  doubted  of  the  infidelity  of  hiS 
midrefs,  called  his  rival  out,  and  ibon 
gave  him  a  mortal  wound)  but  how  great 
was  his  horror  and  furprile,  when  he,  a 
’few  days  after,  dilcovered  by  a  letter 
delivered  to  him  by  Parmeno,  which  the 
deceafed  bad  by  midake  given  to  Ins  fer* 
vant  indead  of  one  addrelTed  to  Camil* 
I1,  that  he  had  killed  his  own  brother. 
Philoias  bad  concealed  his  name  on  ac¬ 
count  of  an  atfiir  of  honour,  which  oh* 
liped  him  to  quit  Florence,  where  he  Was 
known,  and  go  to  Rome.  Nicanor  was 
(b  (hocked  at  the  fatal  difeovery,  that  he 
‘^immediately  (hot  his  fervant  Parmeno, 
and  himleif  afterwards.  Such  are  the 
dreadful  confequences  which  flow  from 
this  barbarous  cullum  here  ;  but  the 
thoughts  of  what  they  may  occafibn 
kereafier,  mud  fill  every  true  ebridian 
.  With  terroC  and  coodernulon.

defeated  :  And  lince,  betwixt  the  Mailer 
of  Forbes  and  the  Highlanders,  wbeie 
the  former  was  pot  to  flight. 

The  length  of  this  parilli  from  Riven 
wed,  to  Logie  ead,  is  one  half  mile,  and 
the  breadth  from  Smiddy-hill  north  to 
Monin  D'awin  fouth,  two  miles.

The  church  lies  three  miles  I'outh  oF  the 
j-iver  Don;  3$  miles  W.  N.  W.  from  A- 
berdeen  ;  one  and  a  half  mile  well,  from 
Tarland ;  and  feven  and  a  half  miles  from 
the  prelbytery  leat  ac  Kincardin-Oneil- 

Gentlemen’s  feats  are, —>  Pronie,  one 
half  mi  e  north  from  the  church;  at 
the  foot  of  a  hill  called  Malie-Wat,  in 
tl  cmidHof  a  wood  of  alders. -Ard- 
getih,  ill  the  middle  of  the  parilh,  a  mile 
veft  from  the  church,  upon  the  water  of 
Delkrie.  And  Biackmill,one  mile  eail 
from  the  church. 

Concerning  the  courfe  of  the  rivers  of

The  village  of  Tarland,  which’  is 
Isrge,  and  commodioully  fltualed  for  the 
Highlands,  it  a  burgh  ol  regality,  with  a' 
tolbontb,  and  a  vifiual  boule,  for  the 
tale  of  meal  and  grain,  &e,  and  a  good 
weekly  nsatket  every  WrftHclday,  with 
convenient  inns. 

It  is  watered  by  a  brodt  of  the  lame 


S.  £.  through  Coul,  till  it  eaters  Dee* 
at  Aboyn. 

Hills  of  note  are  the  Soccoch  on  the- 
north,  and  Laddle>lick  on  the  eaft.— -Its 
length  from  the  Culis  eaft  to  Corraenrie 
weft,  it  three  miles ;  and  tlie  bre.ulth 
from  Tindlae  Ibuth  to  Old  Mill  north,  is 
about  half  a  miie.>>-Tliti  parilh  it  fertile 
in  corns,  but  not  well  provided  in  pafturb 
and  mofs. 

The  parilh  of  Cahrach,  in  the  diocefe 
of  Aberdeen,  and  partly  in  that  /hire,  viz, 
the  South  fide  ot  Doveran,  and  p  rtiy  in 
Banff  Ihire,  namely,  the  north-lide  of 
Doveran,  is  bounded  on  the  noith  by 
Murthlach  ;  on  tlie  Ibuth  by  GIcnbuchat 
and  Kildrumy  ;  on  the  weft  by  Kirkir.i. 
chael  in  Strathdon,  andGlenbuchat  ;.and 
on  the  eaft  by  Ellie  and  Olafr.  — , The 
church  lies  upon  the  river  of  Royfter,  38 
miles  N.  W.  from  Aberdeen  ;  ;6  milts 
S.  W.  from  invernefr,  34  weft  from 
Banff;  16  S.  S  W.  frorti  E'gin;  eight 
Weft  fronr  Huntly  ;  fix  N.  W.  tram  Ca« 
file- Forbes  ;  five  north  from  Kildrummy*

IA  M  a  phyTician,  and  as  my  cafe  is 
ver^  extraordinary,  I  mean  to  pub- 
hlh  it  lor  the  benefit  of  the  nation.  When 
a  man  lives,  as  1  did,  an  unmarried  man 
tijl  he  is  lixly  one,  he  had  bettpr  never 
marry  at  all.  There  arc  more  ways  by 
which  a  woman  may  torment  her  huf- 
band,  befides  being  jealous  of  him.

The  was  hut  fix  years  younger  than  my- 
Iclf:  and  for  fortune,  if  fhc  ever  had 
any, flic  htsd  (pent  it :  and  ye:  I  wasluib 
a  fool,  as  to  be  convinced,  fhe  was  cou- 
leiring  the  greaiill  ohligatiuii  in  the 
world  on  me. 

No  Iboiicr  did  flic  take  upon  her  the 
management  of  my  family,  than  adieu 
fbr  ever  to  all  order,  peace,  and  tom- 
fort.  She  began  with  dilebarging  poor 
Jonas,  becaufc  lie  made  lb  queer  •  tigore 
iu  a  long  queue  and  white  (lockings,  whith 
flic  infilled  upon  hi,  wearing,  that  the 
poor  fellow  could  not  but  laugh  at  him- 
Icif.  The  lame  day  with  Jonas  my  old 
wig  was  dilicardcd.

I  am  no  Iqngcr  fhflTered  to  wafti  my 
face,  according  to  culloin  every  morn- 
inp,  at  the  pump  in  in^  b  ipk-yard,  tho' 
nothing  was  more  icfrefliing,  nor  any 
thing  more  handy,  than  the  towel  which 
revolved  on  a  rowicr  at  the  back  of  the 
kitchen>door> 

On  my  return  home  the  other  day 
from  viliting  a  patient,  I  found  ilie  maid 
had  let  my  lludy  to  rights,  as  (he  called 
it ;  but  the  confuiion  which  the  regula* 
rity  hts  pccaGoned,  h  almofl  inconceiv¬ 
able.  My  toe- pin,  my  Ih  >eing  horn,  and 
tobacco- Hopper,  are  lolt  for  ever  ;  my 
papers  ire  dilpofed  in  I'ueh  order,  that  [ 
know  not  where  to  recur  to  any  thing

Two  pair  of  old  Manchefler  vclyet

P.  S.  I  long  to  take  poorj.mas  again  : 
he  ufed  always  to  ride  before  me,  and 
drunk  or  Ibber  he  knew  the  (horted  way 
all  over  the  country.  W'bat  lignifies  whe¬ 
ther  one’s  footman  wears  a  wig  or  hh 
own  hair?  It  is  true,  he  never  blacked

The  whole  is  concluded  by  a 
nightingale,  that  has  a  much  better 
voice  than  Mrs,  Tofts,  and  fom«  thing  of 
the  Italian  manner  in  her  diviCnns,  If 
ydur  Lordihip  will  honour  me  with  your 
company,  I  will  promile  to  entertain 
you  with  much  better  muGc,  and  more 
agreeable  fecnes,  than  you  ever  met  with 
at  the  o^tera  ;  and  will  conclude  with  a 
charming  dclcription  of  a  Nightingale, 
out  of  our  friend  Virgil  :

HE  late  publication  of  Dr.  Stock’s 
from  Vienna,  concerniiig  the  vir¬ 
tues  of  hemlock,  particularly  in  can¬ 
cerous  difuiders,  has  been  the  means  of 
iuducing  phyliciaos  and  furgeons  of  this 
kingdom  to  make  trials  of  it  oo  ever/ 
occafion,  both  in  public  bolpitals  and 
private  pradlice,  as  eur  endeavours  here¬ 
tofore  to  conquer  this  dreadful  malady 
bad  proved  unlucccfslul. 

On  the  fird  appearance  of  fo  loog- 
wilbed-for  a  remedy,  1  was  induced  to 
.  refer  to  the  bed  writers  among  the  an- 
tients  and  moderns,  in  order  to  fet  'uouods 
to  my  expcAations.  I  found  the  hemlock 
had  been  uled  formerly  in  many  difierent 
ways;  both  external  and  internal:  but 
the  incfbcacy  and  niiichicfs  attending  it 
had  occafioned  its  being  laid  afide.  To 
quote  their  fentiirants  would  be  too  cx- 
tenfive  for  thecompafii  of  a  magazine  i4l 
(hall  therefore  confine  myfeif  to  a  few  of 
my  own  oblrrvations,  with  fome  otbei’S 
communicated  to  me  by  my  friends  of  the 
fsculty,  who  have  allb  made  trials  of  it. 

The  botanical  writen  have  io  general 
deemed  the  hemlock  to  le  a  very  dele¬ 
terious  poilbn  ;  it  is  cUfled  among  the 
narcotic  plants,  and  1  have  found  it  an- 
fwer  the  c'elcription  in  its  efTcBs,  part- 
ticularly  that  given  by  Egineta,.  a  very 
antient  author.  Oo  my  fird  preiLribiog  it, 
I  followed  the.dir/edioo  of  Dr.  Store);, 
by  orderhig  very  fmall  doles,  and  inereal^ 
ii'g  the  quantity  gradually.  The  pati¬ 
ents  who  cook  it  were  pretty  drong,  and 
fuel)  as  1  thought  proper  fur  the  experi¬ 
ment.  1  found  in  general,  after  a  (hurt 
continuance,  it  prinluccd  a  dupor  and 
pains  in  thehc.ad,  with  a  ficknels.  Not- 
withllanding,  1  determined  to  puiTue  the 
event  tor  leveral  months,  with  fuch  as 
could  bear  it  in  the  drongtd  dofes  ;  with 
others  of  weaker  tondilutiont,it  brought 
on  deliihimt,  fevers,  faintings  and  irtm- 
hlingsof  the  nerves,  and  fuch opprrtTiuns 
cf  the  lutiga,  that  1  ibougbt  in  ibme 
Would 
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Would  prove  fatal.  .A  phylicidu  pre* 
Icriued  only  four  grains  to  a  laJy,  for  five 
days  fuccellively  ;  it  brouglu  on  a  para- 
lylis,  with  lofs  of  fpeech,  cold  I w eats, 
&c.  from  which  (he  has  never  fince  reco¬ 
vered,  |iar  enjoyed  a  day’s  health,  though 
vbove  (bur  months  ago.  From  all  the 
accounts  I  have  collcAed  fromotheis  and 
'my  own  experience,  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  (ingle  inftance  of  a  cancer 
.'being  cured  by  the  ule  of  it ;  though 
from  the  moll  ardent  perleverance,  very 
many,  from  a  remote  expeftation  of  luc- 
cetj,  though  given  in  the  early  (late  «)f 
cancers,  have  thereby  permitted  the  dif- 
eafe  to  proceed  to  a  (late  of  incurable* 
iJefs;  inftai\pei  of  which  have  been  (b 
frequent  of  late,  ascannot  have  elcaped 
the  notice  of  thofe  in  confiderable  prac- 
'  tice.  Therefore  to  depend  on  hopes  tod 
long,  without  appearance  of  amend- 
’ment,  is  hazarding  life  through  mcrecu- 

•  riolity.

•  it ;  fo  that  it  is  very  improbable  we 
(hould  bemiHaken.  I  cannot  thereforeo- 

’  therways  teCoun:  for  ourdifappointment, 

'  than  by  (bppofing  the  DOtflor  too  precipi¬ 
tate,  in  adopting  it  as  a  fpecific  in  cance- 
'  roiis  tales ;  perhaps  in  the  fame  manner  as 
a  late  ingenious  writer,  Mr.  Gattaker, 
introdneed  the  night-lhade,  who  loon 
after  retracted  his  error. 

I  confefs,  when  I  perufed  the  cafes  in 
the  Dodlnr’s  hook,  1  could  not  regard 
them  as  unexceptionablerfor,  if  accurate- 
ly  examined,  their  terminanions  appear 
vague  and  intonclufive;  and  what  he  at¬ 
tributes  to  he  the  cautes  of  ill  fuccels  in 
feme  of  them,  can  never  be  admitted  in 
the  judgment  of  the  experienced.  It  may 
probably,  by  fome,  be  thought  as  urme- 
crlTary,  fisr  Or.

Strange  Fffedi  produced  by  the  Jma, 
gi/iation. 

Among  all  the  pl  znomem  of  na* 
lure,  none  are  pcih.ips  more  fijr* 

tiriliug  than  the  llrange  eficAs  produced 
ly  the  imagination.  If  the  fancy  be 
once  affcHcd  with  the  appearance  of  aa 
obje.ll,  it  railes  tl>e  d.firc,  and  produces 
local  motion,  either  to  approach  or  a* 
void  it,  according  to  its  diilcreut  circum* 
Itances. 

If  the  ohjeft  be  agreeable,  the  whole 
bent  of  the  ioul  is  tc>  court  and  embrace 
it.  She  is,  as  it  were,  expandedin  plea- 
lure,  whim  tiie  animal  Ijiirit’s  being  car¬ 
ried  in  a  kind  of  ovation  within  the 
brain,  arc  continually  exciting  the  mod 
pleafing  ideas ;  and  atfling  in  the  mod 
lively  manner  upon  the  nervous  fydem, 
cjule  the  eyes  and  countenance  to  Ijpark* 
le  with  deligl.t :  while  the  blood,  pro¬ 
pelled  with  more  rapidity,  invigorates e- 
very  part  of  the  body. 

On  the  contrary,  if  tbeobjeft  appears 
dreadful  or  affliHing  to  the  imagination, 
the  Ibul  as  it  were  llibfides,  and  is  con- 
trafted.  The  I’p  rits  Icein  to  retire  with 
precipitation,  and  fink  in  fear  and  fadnels. 
Hence  the  countenance  is  tkjedled,  the 
limbs  enfeebled,  and  the  fluids  redrained 
froii  their  due  excurfion.  The  blood 
being  thus  colle^ed  into  one  place,  pro¬ 
duces  an  opprellion  and  heavine.lt  at  the 
heart;  while  the  exterior  parts,  being 
deprived  of  their  uliial  influx,  languifh, 
and  arc  dilbrdered. .  SikIi  are  the  cfledls 
of  the  imagination ;  efle^s  which  are 
ibmetirpes  almod  incredible,  and  which 
have  been  thought  fiiflicient  to  reflore  or 
renovate,  to  ruin  and  dellroy  the  human 
llrii^lure. 

To  the  powerful  effeids  of  the  mother’s 
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fjDcy,  have  been  atcribcJ  the  iineainents 
of  the  embryo  or  loetut,  wich  the  mark, 
iin^wcired  upon  it*  body,  both  at  and  af* 
ter  the  time  of  coircrpiion.  In  a  word, 
ficknrlt  and  herhh,  recovery  and  even 
dcatli  itfeif,  are  within  the  limits  of  ill 
power,  liut  1  i>e|>  it  may  be  remembered, 
that  by  the  power  of  imagination  or  fan¬ 
cy,  1  do  not  mean,  that  this  faculty  it 
mi  immediate  eHicient  caule,  producing 
bv  a  direct  property  in  itielf,  any  of  tliele 
cffcdsi  hut  mediately  by  the  intcrpoliti* 
on  of  the  blood  and  nervous  fluid,  influ¬ 
enced  by  delire.  . 

Among  common  accident*,  the  (land¬ 
ing  on  tlie  brink  of  a  precipice,  or  walk¬ 
ing  over  a  narrow  bridge,  and  looking 
down  on  the  water,  or  other  object  be¬ 
low,  often  make  us  tremble  and  grow 
giddy.  The  leeing  a  peribn  eat  aullere 
or  crabbed  fruit,  will  caufo  a  kind  o(  (lu- 
por  in  the  teeth  ;  or  the  beholding  ano¬ 
ther  feeding  on  ilelicacies  of  which  we 
are  fond,  will  occafion  a  real  flux  of  the 
laliva.  The  fight  of  a  perlon  in  afflidli- 
oii,  in  miliry,  or  in  torture,  will  induce 
the  compalfionate  to  fancy  that  he  feels 
a  pain  like  tliat  of'  the  unhappy  fufTcrer. 
And  nothing  is  more  frequent  than  for  a 
grating  jarring  noile,  to  let  the  teeth  on 
edge :  or  the  light  of  a  perfun  yawning, 
to  occalion  in  us  the  lame  a^ion. 

On  the  contrary,  the  light  of  defir- 
able  object,  cauies  a  plealant  and  ferene 
countenance,  or  of  any  thing  (hameful,  a 
glow  or  blu(h  in  the  face.  But  the  moll 
remarkable  efl'e<5)s  have  been  produced 
by  the  dreadful  appreliepfioos  of  an  ap¬ 
proaching  execution, 

Schenkius  tells  us,  that  Don  Diego 
Oiiirius,  a  noble  Spanixid,  being  in  love 
with  a  young  lady  of  the  court,  obtained 
of  her  a.  private  mcctiug,  within  a  grove 
in  the  King's  gardens,  which  was  a  capi* 
sal  crime.  Hnr  did  they  long  enjoy  the 
pleaUire  they  ran  fuch  dangers  in  procur¬ 
ing  :  they  were  discovered  by  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  barking  of  a  little  dog  ;  the  no* 
bleman  was  Icized,  commit!^  to  prifon, 
and  condemned  to  die.  After  hearing  bis 
Sentence,  he  became,  in  one  and  the  fame 
night,  in  appearance,  (>oth  young  and 
old,  hit  hair  having  turned  of  that  (liver 
grey,  that  decorates  tl^  heads  of  the 
Tiie  goaler  repaired  early  in  the 


morning  to  the  palace,  and  related  the 
a^ion  as  a  prodigy  to  the  King,  who  was 
plealfti  to  pardon  the  prilonrr,  laying,  he 
had  been  luflicieotly  punifhed  for  his 
fault. 

The  fame  author  informs  ut,  that  a 
young  nobleman  of  the  Emperor's  court 
having  violated  a  lady's  challity,  was 
impritmed,  and  condemned  to  lofe  his 
head  the  next  day.  Being  brought  in. 
to  the  Imperil!  prelence,  before  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  his  fentence,  he  could  not  be 
known.  The  heauty  of  his  face  was  va- 
nllhed,  his  countenance  exadlly  reiembird 
that  of  a  corple,  and  hit  hair  and  beard 
entirely  grey.  So  wonderful  an  altera¬ 
tion  gave  realbn  to fulpc^  the  pcrlbn  was 
r<- interfeit  :  but  alter  a  (Iridtcr  exami¬ 
nation  the  Emperor  was  convinced  that 
he  was  no  impoltor,  and  the  confideration 
of  the  pains  he  had  already  luflrred  indu¬ 
ced  him  to  pardon  the  criminal. 

The  honourable  Mr.  Boyle,  iq  his  ex¬ 
perimental  philolbphy,  relates,  that  when 
he  was  in  Irel.and,  an  Irilh  captain  com- 
ing  with  Ibme  of  bit  fbllowers,  to  furren- 
der  to  Lord  Broghil,  was  calnally  inter¬ 
cepted  by  a  party  of  the  Englilh,  hit 
lordfhip  being  then  abfent.  This  was  an 
unexpe^ed  misfbrtune,  andtlie  terrors  of 
death  had  lb  remarkable  an  eifeA  on  the 
captain,  that  befbre  Lord  Urogiiil's  re¬ 
turn,  his  hair  changed  its  colour  in  a  Sur¬ 
prizing  manner ;  Ibme  of  his  locks  be¬ 
came  perfcAly  u-hite,  and  being  inter. 
Iperfed  with  the  reft  which  retained  there 
ulual  reddilh  hue,  exhibited  a  very  un¬ 
common  appearance. 

A  variety  of  inftances  of  the  fame  kind 
might  be  eafily  colletdrd,  but  the  forego¬ 
ing  are  abundantly  folficient  for  my 
purpole,  which  was  to  (hew  the  prodigi¬ 
ous  power  of  the  imagiuation,  and  the 
amazing  effefls  it  often  produces.  It  is 
capable  of  caufing  almoll  every  dileale  ; 
and  what  is  flili  more  adonilhing,  the 
llrong  imagination,  of  dilappointed  long¬ 
ings  of  the  mother,  has  often  not  only  di¬ 
verted  and  dillurhed  the  plaftic  or  forma¬ 
tive  faculty,  but  (lampt  its  charaAers  on 
the  foetus,  long  after  conception,  nay,

EV'  E  R  Y  thing  has  continned  quiet 
on  tlie  tide  of  Saxony  and  Bohc~ 
niia  :  But  the  pn  parations  for  a  vigo* 
rous  campaign,  have  clutcly  employed 
the  printipwl  powers  at  war, — Litters 
from  Berlin,  dated  Fei.  31,  bear,  that 
tl'C  King’s  regiments  were  then  almoft 
all  Complete ;  notwithdanding  which  the 
levies  were  continaed  :  that  the  PriilTian 
army  in  Saxony  will  conGft  of  75.000 
men,  and  that  Piince  Henry  will  com¬ 
mand  another  army  of  40,000  in  S  lelia, 
to  oppole  the  Kutlians,  who  leetn  tiili  of- 
ed  to  ufe  their  utmoll  efforts  to  penetrate 
into  that  dutchy  on  the  opening  of  the 
campaign  ;  But  that,  if  I'ome  advices 
were  to  be  credited,  tlie  fyltem  of  that 
court  is  not  altogether  fixed  ;  that  Mr. 
Keith,  the  Britilh  miniffer,  had  fo  far  ad¬ 
vanced  in  his  negotiations,  that  he  had 
diipatched  an  exprefs  to  his  court,  with 
advike,  that  in  cale  a  tre.uy  of  peace 
fhould  not  prevail,  the  Kudians  would 
afl  but  very  coolly  ;  but  th.it  whatever 
was  in  this,  they  were  reintbreing  their 
troops  ill  Pomerania,  and  the  PrufTians 
were  preparing  to  give  them  a  warm  re« 
ception.— Mean  while  advices  from  War- 
favv,  dated  March  14.  aflert  their  hav¬ 
ing  received  ioteiligeiice  there,  that  a 
I'ulpenfion  of  arms  was  ligned  at  Stoliw, 
Feb.  25.  between  the  Prullians  and  Ruf- 
lians,  to  fublilt  till  the  sd  of  M  ly.

We  hear  that  M.  Broglio,  having  been  join¬ 
ed  by  his  reinforcements  from  the  Lower 
Rhine,  moved  forward  on  the  icth;  and  at 
prefent  occupies,  with  his  vanguard,  Giellen, 
and  the.  country  about  it.  His  own  quarters 
were,  the  day  before  yetlerday,  at  Fricdbetg; 
and  he  was  expefled  yeilerday  at  Butzbacli. 

Brunjwick.  March  ao.  ^me  letters  from 
the  camp  before  Catfel  of  the  17  th,  mention, 
that  the  enemy  had  made  a  confiderable  fally  the 
night  before,  in  order  to  dedroy  a  battery  which 
was  crefling  near  the  town  :  but  that  they  had 
been  repnlfed  with  great  lofa.

ei)emyt— The  deputyLieutenants  andjuf* 
tii'Ci  held  tireir  meeting  here  thi<  day  a* 
bout  the  militia,  and  as  many  of  the  fel¬ 
lows,  who  lately  made  the  dillurbance  at 
Ncwcaltle,  threatned  to  b.‘  here,  there 
were  tour  coiopanicsof  Yorkfhire  militia 
came  to  town  lad  night  to  prevent  any 
milciiief  to  the  gentlemen.  This  morn¬ 
ing  li'.indreds,  1  miy  lay  thoufands,  came 
hito  town  in  a  tnoft  Ihtttcred  calc  :  we 
heard  them  (ay,  as  they  went  by  the  win¬ 
dows,  they  did  not  regard  the  militia  ; 
they  were  forty  of  them  to  one  foldier, 
and  if  they  dared  to  lire,  they  would  not 
leave  a  man  of  them  alive.  At  the  fame 
time  theci  yer  was  going  about  the  town 
by  order  of  the  jidites,  to  defire  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  town  to  keep  within  dooi  s; 
for  in  cafe  any  perlbii  entered  the  town 
Li  a  riotous  manner,  the  militia  (liould  he 
ordered  to  fire  uiron  them.  This  del- 
peratnefs  on  one  hand,  and  rcfolution  on 
tlie  other,  gave  us  a  dreadful  prefage  of 
wliat  we  were  to  expeff. 

“  About  ten,  the  ge-itleincn  were  con- 
du.ded  by  the  militia  from  the  Globe  to 
the  Moot -Hall,  and  the  men  were  drawn 
up  before  the  gate,  to  prevent  any  of  the 
niub  going  into  the  hall  to  dilluib  the 
gentlemen.  The  Major  told  them,  all 
their  complaints  (hould  be  laeard,  if  they 
would  be  but  quiet  and  peaceable.  And 
tliey  remained  pretty  orderly,  till  a  large 
boily  of  pitmen,  between  two  and  three 
liundrcd,  came  into  town  about  twelve 
o’clock,  who  began  to  be  very  defpe- 
rate,  and  were  relbivcd  to  break  through 
the  militia  to  get  to  the  hall.  The  com¬ 
manding  officer  was  indeed  very  patient 
for  a  tong  time,  even  though  one  of  thofe 
villains  came  up,  and  knocked  down  one 
of  the  militU'inen  without  any  ceremony, 
wlio  is  dead.  But,  at  laft,  after  being 
dared  to  it  a  Song  time,  and  the  mob 
grown  very  delpefate,  he  vrai  obliged  to 
give  the  word  to  fire,  which  the' men 
did  with  great  fury  indeed  ;  and,  I  am  a- 
fraid,  continued  longer  than  they  ought, 
for  the  officers  CMild  noways  refiraiu 
them.  There  was  a  young  gentleman  of 
about  twenty,  ope  Mr.^ait,  an  Eufign, 


for  he  was  a  very  amiable  young  map. 
As  this  aicident  railed  the  fury  of  tlie 
men,  when  once  they  began  to  ffie,  tliey 
could  not  tell  when  to  give  over.  Think 
what  a  (hocking  found  !  for  near  ten  mi¬ 
nutes  fellow  fubje^  firing  upon  one  ano. 
tber  !  and  what  a  horrible  I'cene  of  mi- 
lery  did  1  behold  afterwards  from  my  own 
windows,  fome  carried  by  dead  on  carts, 
others  on  horles  !  oJroppolite  neighbour, 
the  poor  cobler,  was  brought  bomedead! 
and  many  were  led  along  juft  dying  of 
their  wounds, and  all  covered  with  blood! 
(hocking  fpiiftarles  I  and  then  to  bear 
the  dreadful  (bricks  of  the  women,  wliole 
hufbands  or  inns  were  among  the  rioters, 
was  enough  to  pierce  a  heart  of  ftone. 
One  poor  creature,  whofe  hufbaiid  I  had 
(cell  carried  by  a  little  before,  canie  by 
(creaming  in  fuch  a  nnanner,  that  we  heard 
her  asfaras  the  Abbey  Gate,  RIs  name 
was  O  iniel  Bowman,  a  labouring  man, 
a  very  inofFciilive  one,  but  would  go  out 
to  fee  wliat  was  going  forward  :  be  has 
left  liven  children.  A  poor  woman,  a 
widow,  with  light  children,  and  big  with 
another  (one Cartel)  went  into  (he mar¬ 
ket  to  look  aftir  her  fon,  and  was  (hot 
dead,and  her  Ion  fliot. through  tbc  thigh, 
and  they  lay  cannot  live.  Levifon’s  bro« 
ther’s  wife,  who  was  come  to  life  them 
from  Newcaflle,  finr  a  few  days,  and  WdS 
with  child,  was  (liot  through  the  bellv  as 
(he  was  ftanding  at  a  window.  Beddes 
thele  1  have  mentioned, there  are  icverals 
ill  who  came  from  Brit  ley,  Ibme  from 
Gungerton,  Afton,  Wall,  and  Ibme  from 
the  Shire.  Twenty  wounded  were  all 
in  Milford**  houle  at  once,  eight  of  whom 
are  now  dead, and  we  don’t  tfnnk  oiie  of 
the  others  will  lurviic.  There  are  fix- 
tcen  alio  now  lying  dead  in  the  church  to 
be  owned,  moll  of  whom  are  pitmen, 
who  have  been  the  occation  of  all  this 
horrid  flaughter.  Many  have  been  found 
dead  uiioii  the  road,  who  had  been  woun¬ 
ded,  and  were  making  their  elcape.  A- 
mong  the  militia  there  is  only  one  grena¬ 
dier  killed,  befides  thole  I  mentioned. 
They  reckon  in  all  above  ico  killed  and 
wounded,  but  I  am  afr  till  the  number  will 
be  greater  by  and  bye,  for  they  are  cooti- 
nually 
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Dually  ^udii^  more  anJ  more  who  had 
run  away  after  being  wounded,  and  liad 
died  by  theinfelve*,  poor  creatures!  in  the 
holes  where  they  lived. 

“  1  am  in  great  pain  for  Allgood  and 
Fenw.kk  :  both  their  families  left  thvir 
houles  lad  night.  I  was  told  by  a  man, 
who  was  returning{o  Hexham  this  even, 
ing,  titat  it  W'as  fore  to  hear  what 
tiireatenings  he  heard  by  the  fellows  on 
the  road,  that  both  their  hoiifes  (hould  be 
burnt  down,  if  poflinie,  and  that  they 
(hould  be  murdered  themfelves  whenever 
they  could  be  found.  The  brll  tiring  dif* 
perted  the  mob;  they  all  fled  immediate¬ 
ly,  and  inany  hundreds  ran,  witiiout  flop¬ 
ping,  into  the  river ;  for  they  were  lb  ter- 
ntied,  thry  would  not  wait  fur  the  boat. 
But  the  niisfortune  was,  the  militia  kept 
^  continual  tire  ’till,  1  believe,  (here  was 
not  a  creature  left  in  the  market-place.
